I respectfully call attention to the following faots:

There is not snough money available in the inoome of the
City of Austin, Texas, for the year 1918 to pay the indispensable
appropriations for the c¢ity for the iear 1918 and take any im-
portant steps Torward in the way of municipal progress. Intensified
goonpmv oannoy lgrgely be practiced except at great detriment to
the public service. This oity is growing in population and there
is increasing demand upon the ¢ity for inocreased public service of
one oharacter or snother, but the income of the ¢ity grows very
slowly, so that deficits under present oconditions are: inevitable.
The deficit at the close of the present year seems small--but
£953.00--but this was so only because during the year 1917,
$u0,875.00 was transferred from the Water and Light Fund to the

. General Fund. These large transfers canno: habitually be made,

The Water and Light Department out of its surplus should liverally
assist the other less fortunate departments of the eity government,
but no suoch large transfers as that made during the year gone by
can be expected %0 be made again.

The pecople of this city must sooner or later reeslize that
to undertake to conduot the affairs of the city in an efficient
manner they must have more income. Ausiin needs annually an income
in the General Fund of at least twenty-five thousend dollars wore
than it now has. More income calls for either an increase in the
tax rate or an increase in assessed values. ] prefer the method
of honest inoreased assessed values; it is more sensible and
fairer towards all.

An lterized statement of the income of the ¢ity and an
itexized statemwent of its expenditures for the year gone by will
be compiled und printed withirn the next thirty days by the Super-

intendent of Receipts, Disbursements and Accounts. In this




itemized statement, the tax payers of the oity will see where their money
comes from and how it 1a paid out. I urge the aitizens of Austin, and
sspecially the tax payers, to read this statement oritiecally.

I attach hereto and make a part hersof a summary of the probable
receipts of the oity and of the probable expenditures by departments of the
ei+sy for +the year 1918, other than ocontingent and unforeseen sxpenses. These
contingent expenses will always come, but nobody can foresee their character,

urgency or amount.
